AM The Preface. 


> Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo 
well deviſed, oz ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time hath not been cozrupted : as (a« 
mong other things) it may plainly appear by 
the Common pꝛapers in the Church, commonly 
called Divine ſervice. The firlt oziginall and 
ground whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient fathers, 
bee (hal) finde that the ſame was not oꝛdained but of a good pur- 
pole, and fo2 a great advancement of godlineſſe. Foz they ſo oꝛder ; 
ed the matter, that all the whole Bible (02 the greateſt part there⸗ 
of) ſhould be read over once every yere: intending thereby,chatche 
Clergp, and ſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the congregation, 
ſhould (by ofcen reading and meditation of Gods woꝛd) bee ſtirred 
up to godlineſſe themſelves, and be moze able to exhoꝛt others by 
wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to 
the trueth. And further, that the people, by daylp hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church, ſhould continually pꝛoſit moze and 
moꝛe in the knowledge of God, and bee the moge inflamed with the 
love ofhis true religion. But theſe manp peeres paſſed, this god⸗ 
ly and decent oꝛder of the auncient lathers hath been ſo altered, bꝛo⸗ 
ken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stozies, Legends, 
Reſponds, Uerſes, vain rcpetitions, Commemozations, and Sp» 
nodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible was begunne, 
befo2e thꝛee oz foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were un- 
read. And in this ſozt, the book of Eſai was begun in Advent, 
and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima : but they were onely 
begun, and never read through. After like ſozt were other books 
of holy Scripture uſed.

Which 
being now done, and e ſtabliſhed anew after ſv ſettous a deltberatton,although Wee 
Doubt not, but all Dur Subjects both Mintſters and others, will recetve the 
ſaine with ſuch reverence as appertatneth, and confozm themſelves thereuntoeve- 
ry man in that which bim concerneth; Pet have Wee thongbt it neceſſary , to 
make known by Pzoclamatton Dur authozizing of the (ame. And to require 
and enjoyn all men, aſwell Eccleſiaſticall as you U, to canfozm themſelves 
unto it, and to the pzactile thereof, as the onely publique foꝛm of ſerving of God, 
eſtabliſhed and allowed to bee in this Realme. And the rather, foz that all the 
learned men, who were there pzeſent, aſwell of the Biſhops as others, pzomiſed 
their confoꝛmity in the pꝛactiſt of (t,onely making (uſt to Us, that ſome fey might 
bee bozn with fo2 a time. 

Wherefoze Wee require all ArchbiGops, Biſhops, and all other publiqueMt- 
niſters, as well Eccleſiaſttcall as Cyill, to do thetr ducties in cauſing the ſame 
to bee obeyed, and in — the offcuders accozding to the Lawes of the 
Realme heretofoze eſtabliſhed , foz the authozizing of the ſald Book of Com. 
mon ]Izayer. And ee tbink it alſo neceſſary, that the ſatd ArchbiſFops and 
Biſhops , do each of them in bis ]P2ovince and Dloceſſe takt oꝛder, That every 
Parſſh do pzocute to themſelves within ſuch time as they ſhall chink good co [f- 
mit, one of the ſald Books ſo explained. And laſt of all, Ace doe admontſh all 
meu, that hereafter they wall not expect noꝛ attempt any further aſteratfon in the 
Common and publique fozn of Gods Service, from this which is now eſta- 
bliſhe d, fo2 that neftber will Zee give way to any to pꝛeſumt, that Dur own judge: 
ment having determined in a matter of this weight, ſhall be ſwayed to alteratton 
by the frfvolous ſuggeſtions of any light (ſpirit : neither are Wee ignoꝛant of the 
inconventences that do ariſe fn Governement, by admitting innovation in things 
once ſetled by mature dcliberatfon : And howneceſſary ft is to uſe conſtancy in the 
npbolding of the publike detetminattone of States, fo that ſuch is the unqufetnes 
and unſtcdfaftnelſe of ſome diſpoſitions, affecting every yecr new fozms of things 
as ff they ſhould be followed in their unconſtancie , would make all actions 0 
States ridiculous and contemptible : whereas the ſtedfaſt wati1catning of things 
by good advice eſtabliſhed, is the weal of all Common-wealths, 


Given at Our Palace of Weſtminſter the 5.day of March, in 
the firſt yeer of our Reign of England, France, and Ire- 
land, and of Scotland the ſeven and thirticth. 


CGod ſave the King. 
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here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo 
well deviſed, oz ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time hath not been cozrupted : as (a- 
mong other things) it may plainly appear by 
the Common pꝛapers in the Church, commonly 
called Divine ſervice. The firlt ozigmall and 
ground whereof, if a man would ſearch out by che ancient fathers, 
bee ſhall finde that the ſame was not o2dained but of a good pur- 
poſe, and fo2 a great advancement of godlineſſe. Fo they ſo o2der« 
ed the matter, that all the whole Bible (oz the greateſt part there« 
of) ſhould be read over once every yere: intending thereby,thatche 
Clergp,and ſpecially ſuch as were Piniſters of the congregation, 
ſhould (by often reading and meditation of Gods woꝛd) bee ſtirred 
up to godlineſſe chemſelves, and be moze able to exhozc others by 
wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to 
the trueth. And further, chat the people, by dayly hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church, ſhould continuallp pzofic moze and 
moꝛe in the knowledge of God, and bee the mae inflamed with the 
love of his true religion. But thele manp peeres palſed, this god⸗ 
ly and decent oꝛder of the auncient fathers hath been ſo altered, bꝛo⸗ 
ken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stozies, Legends, 
Reſponds, Uerſes, vain rcpetitions, Commemozations, and Sp» 
nodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible was begunne, 
befo2e thꝛee 02 foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were un- 
read. And in this ſozt, the book of Eſai was begun in Advent, 
and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima : but they were onely 
begun, and never read though. After like ſozt were other books 
of holy Scripture uſed. And mozcover , whereas S. Paul would 
tzave ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church , as they 
might underſtand and have pꝛolit by hearing the lame: the ſer: 

B 4 vice 
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vice in this Church of England ( cheſe many peeres ) hath been 
read in Latine to the people, which chey underſtood not: ſo that 
they have heard with their eares ouelp, and their heart, ſpirit, aud 
mtade have net been ediftedtherebp, And furtchermsz* , notwichs 
ſtanding that the aucient fathers have div:ded the Pſalmes into 
feven pozcions , whereof every one was called a Nocturne: now 
of late time a few of them have becne dayly ſapd, and oft repeated, 
and the reſt utterly omitted. Moꝛeover, the number and hardneſſe 
of the rules called the Pie , and the manifold changings of the ſers 
vice was tle cauſe, that to turn the book onelp was ſo hard and ins 
tricate a matter, that many times there was moꝛe buſineſſe to finde 
out what ſhould be read then to reade it when it was found out. 
Thcleincouvenſences therefoze conſidered , here is ſet foꝛth ſuch 
an oꝛder, whereby the ſame ſhall be redꝛeſſed. And fo2 a reavineſſe in 
this matter, here is dꝛawen out a Kalender foz that purpoſe , which 
is plain and eaſie co be underſtanded, wherein ( ſo much as map be) 
the reading of holy Scriptures is ſo ſet fo2th, that all things ſhall be 
done in ozder, without bzeaking one piece thereof from another, Fo2 
this cauſe bee tut off Anthemes, Reſpondes,Juvicatozies, and ſuch 
like things as did bzeakethe continuall courſe of the reading of the 
Dcripture. Pet becauſe there is no temedie, but chat of neceſſicie 
there muſt be ſome rules, therefoze cettaine rules are here ſet foꝛth, 
which as they be few in number, (o they bee plaine and eaſie to bee 
underſtanded. Do that here pou have an over foꝛ pꝛaper (as tou. 
thing the reading of holy Scripture ) much agreeable to the minde 
and purpoſe of che olde Fathers, and a great deal moze p:ofitable 
and commodious then that which of late was uſed, It is moꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
fitable, becauſe hecr are left outmany things. whereof ſome bee vn⸗ 
true, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is 
oꝛdeined to bee read, but the very pure wozd of God, the holy Scrip⸗ 
tures, oꝛ that which is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and that 
in luch a language and oꝛder, as is mc ſt eaſie and plain fo2 the uns 
derſtanding both of the readers and hearers. It is alſo moe com⸗ 
modious, both toy the ſhoztneſſe chercof, and fo2 the plaineneſſe of the 
oꝛder, and fo2 that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermoze, by this 
oꝛder, the Curates ſhall neede none other Bookes fo} their publique 
ſervice, but this booke and the Bible. By the meanes whereof, the 
people ſhall not bee at ſo great charges fo; bookes, as in times paſt 
thep have been. 
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And where beretofoze there hath been great diverſitle in ſaping 
and ſinging in Churches within this Realme , ſome following Da- 
liſvurie uſe , ſome IHerefozd uſe, ſome the uſeof Bango) , ſome of 
Yozk , and ſome of Lincola : now from hencefozth all the whole 
Reabue ſhall have but one uſe. And it any will indge this wap 
mo2e painefull, becaule that all things muſt be readupou the bocke, 
whereas befoze by the reaſon of ſo often repetition, they cuuld ſap 
maupthings by heart: If thoſe men will weigh their labour , with 
the pꝛolit and knowledge, which dayly they hall attaine by reading 
upon the booke, they will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration of the 
great p2ofir that hallenfue thereof. 

And fo2aſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſo plainely ſer foo2th, 
but doubts may riſe in the ule and p2actiſe of che fame: To appeaſe 
all ſuch diverſity, (if any ariſe ) and foz the reſolution of all donbtg 
concerning che maner how to underſtand, do, & execute the things 
contained in this booke : The parties that ſo doubt, 02 diverſly take 
any thing, wall alway re ſoꝛt to the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe, who by 
diſcrecton ſhall take ozder fo the quieting and appealing of the 

ame, ſo that the ſame oꝛder bee not tontraryto any thing contaiacd 
in this booke. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe be in doubt, then 
he may ſend ko the reſolution there ot to the Archbiſhop.

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＋ Hough it be appointed in the afore written Preface. 
that all things ſhall be read and ſung in the Church 
in the Engliſh tongue, to the end that the Congregation 
may bee thereby edified: yet it is not meant, bo when 
men ſay Morning and Evening prayer privately, they 
may ſay the ſame in any language that they themſelves 
doe underſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacons ſhal be bound to ſay day- 
ly the Morning and Evening prayer, either privately or 
openly, exceptthey bee let by preaching, ſtudying of di» ft 
vinity,or by ſome other urgent cauſe. wy 

And the Curate that miniſtrethinevery pariſh Church *i 

ö or Chappel, being at home, and not being otherwiſe rea- 
ſonably let, ſhall ſay the ſame in the pariſh Church or o 
Chappell where he miniſtreth, and ſhall toll a bell there- * 
to, a convenient time before hee begin, that ſuch as bee © 


diſpoſed , may come to hear Gods word , and to pray Ie 
with him. —

Of Ceremonies, why ſome be aboliſhed, 
and ſome retained, 


F ſuch Ceremonies as bee uſed in the Church, and have had 
their begiming by the infkitution of man: ſome at the tirlt 
were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed , and pet at length 
turned to vanitie and ſuperſtition: ſome entred into rhe 
Church bp imdiſcreet devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was with, 
out knowledge, and foz becauſe thep were winked at in the 
beginning , they grew daylyto moze and moze abuſes, which 
not onely foz their unpꝛoſit ablenelle, but alſo becaule they 
have much blinded the people, and obſcured the glozy of 
God. are woꝛt hy to bee cut away, and clean refected. Other 

there bee, which although they have been deviſed by man, 
pet it is thought good to relerve them ill, as well koz a decent oꝛder in the Church 

( foz the which they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification , where» 
unto all things done in the Church(as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be teferred. And 

although the keeping oz omitting of a Ceremonie in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 

thing ? pet the wilfull and contemptuous tranſgreflion, and bzeaking of a common oꝛder 
and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence befoze Gd. 
Let all things bee done among pou , ſaith Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due o2der. 
he appointment of the which oꝛder pertaineth not to pzivate men: therefoze no mau 
ought to take in hand, noz pzelume to appoint 02 alter any publique oz common ozder 
in Thziſts Church, except hee belawfully called and authozizedthereunto, 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo divers, that ſome think it a 
great matter of conſcience , to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they 
be lo addicted to their old Cuſtomes: and again on the other ſive, ſome be ſo new fangs» 
led, that they would innovate all things, and lo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like 
them but that is new: it was thought expedient , not fo much to have reſpect how to 
pleaſe and ſatiſfie either of theſe parties, as howto pleaſe God, and pzofit them both. 
And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good realon might ſatiſfte, here be certain 
cuules rend2ed , why lome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies bee put away, and ſome te- 
tained and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and multituve ofFem hath ſo increaſey 
in theſe latter dayes, that the burden of them was intolerable, whereof Saint Auguſtine in 
his time complained, that they were growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chi- 
ſtian people was in wozſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Tewes. And hee 
counſelled , that ſuch poke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve 

uietly to doe it. 

q But what would S. Auguſtine habe ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late dayes 

uſed among us: whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to bee compared? 

This our erceſlive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, 

that they did moze confoind and darken , then declare and ſet fozth Chziſts benefits 

unto us. 

And beſides this, Chꝛiſts Soſpel is not a Ceremoniall Law (as much of Moſes Law 
was ) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure oz ſhadow, but in 
the kreedome of the Spirit, being content onelp with thoſe Ceremonies , which vo 
ſerve to a decent oꝛder, and godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre up the dull minde 
ak man to the remembꝛance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall ũgniſic ation, 
whereby he might be edifted. 

Furthermoze, the molt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies, was, 
that they were lo latte abuſed , partly by the ſuperſtitious bluwenelle of the — — and 

carned, 
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emlearney, any partly by the im(atiable avarice of lucy as ſought mie their one lucre, 
then the gloꝛy of God, that the abuſes could not well he taken away, the thing remains 
ing ſtill, But now as concerning thoſe perlons, which peradventure will bee offended, 
fox that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained flill: if they confitec that without 
ſome Ceremonus it is not poſſible to keepe auy oder, 02 quiet diſcipline in the Church, 
they ſhall eaſiſppercetve faſt cauſe to refozme their judgements, Aud if they think much 
that any of the old do remain, and would rather have all devi ed auew: then ſuch men, 
granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the eld may be well uled, 
t bere they cannot reaſonably rep:ove the old. onely foz their age, without bewzaping of 
their own folly. Foz in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to have reverence unta them fox 
their antiquitie,if they will declate them(elveo tg be moze ſtudious of unitie and concoꝛd, 
then of innovations ard newfaugletmeſle, which Tas much as may be, with the trur ſet» 
= fozth of Chziſks Religion) is alwayes to be eſChewed. Furthermoze, ſuch hall hade 
no julk cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to bee offended. Foz as theſe be taken aw 
which were moſt abuſed, «nd did burden mensconſciences, without any cauſe : ſo the other 
that remain, areretained foz a diſcipline and oder, which (upon julk cauſes) may bee 
altered and changed, and thercfoze are not to bee eſleemed equal] with Gods Law, An 
mozeober , they bee neither darke noz dunbe Ceremonies , dat are ſo ſet fozth , that 
every man map underſtand what they do mean, and to what uli they vs ſerve. Oe that 
it is not like, that they in time to come, ſhould bee abuſed as other have bern. Aud 
in theſe our doings wee condenme no other Nations, noz pzeſcribe any thing but to out 
own people onely. Foz wee think it convenient, that everp Countrey ſhould uſe (ſuch 
Ceremonies, as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting fozth of Gods honour any glozy, 
and to the reducing of the people to a moſt perfect and goplp 8 without errour 
—— : And vhat they ſhoily put away other things, which from time to time 
they perceive to be molt abuſed, as in mens ozv{uaucss it often chanceth viverfly , in 
viders Countreys.

C The order how the Pſalter is appoint- 
ed to bee read. 


He alter ſhal be read thꝛough onde cvery Moneth, 
and becauſe that ſome moneths be longer then ſome 
other be, it is thought good to make them even by 
this means. To every Moneih ſpall be appointed 
| 24 (as concerning this purpoſe) tuſt thirty dapes, 
And becauſe Januarp and March have one dap above the ſayd 
number, and Febzuary which is placed between them both, hath 
onely xxviii. dapes : Feb2uary ſhall bozrow of either of the Poneths 
(of January and March) one day: And ſothe Pſalter which ſhall 
be read in Febzuary,mult begin at the laſt day of January, and end 
the firſt day of March. 

And whereas May, July, Augult, Detober, and December have 
xxxi. dapes apiece : It is oꝛdered that the ſame Pſalmes (hall bee 
read the laſt day of the ſaiv Moneths , which were read the day be- 
oe : So that the Plalter may begin again the fiiſt dap ol the next 
moneth enſuing. 

Now to know what Nſalmes ſhall be read every dap, looke in the 
Kalender the number that is appointed foz the Pſalmes, aud then 
finde the ſame number in this Table, and upon that number you ſhall 
ſee what Pſalmes ſhalbe ſaid at Pozning aud Evening payer, 

And where the Crix, Pſalme is divided into xxii, poztions, and 
is overlong to bee read at one time: it is ſo oꝛdered, that at one time 
ſhall not be read abobe four oꝛ five of the ſaid poztions, as pouſhall 
perceive to be noted iu this Table following. 

And heere is alſo to bee noted, that in this Table and in all other 
parts of the Service , where any Plalmes are appointed, the num⸗ 
ber is expꝛeſſed after the great Engliſh Bible, which from the ix. 
Pfalme, unto the Cxlviit,}Iſalme (following the diviſion of the Þ2- 
bꝛews) doth varp in numbers fromthe common L atine tranſlation.

＋ He old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer, and ſhal be read throughevery yeere once, 
except certaine bookes and chapters, which bee leaſt editying, and 
might beſt be ſpared, and therefore are left unread, 

The new Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſſon at Mor- 
ning and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be read over orderly every yeere 
thrice, beſidethe Epiſtles and Goſpels : except the Apocalyps, out of 
the which there bee onely certaine Leſſons appointed upon divers 
proper feaſts, 

And to know what Leſſons ſhalbe read every day, finde the day of 
the Moneth in the Kalender, and there yee ſhall perceive the bookes 
and Chapters that ſhall be read for the Leſſons both at Morning and 
Evening Prayer. 

And here is to bee noted, tliat whenſoever there bee any proper 
Pſalmes or Leſſons appointed for the Sundayes, or for any feaſt, 
moveable or unmoveable , then the Pſalmes and Leſſons appoint- 
ed in the Kalender, ſnall be omitted for that time. 

Ve muſt note alſo, that the Collect, Epiſtle and Goſpel, appointed 
for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the weeke after, except there fall ſome 
feaſt that hath his proper. 

When the yeers of our Lord may be divided into four even parts, 
which is every fourth yeere: then the Sunday letter leapeth, and that 
yeere the Pſalmes and Leſſons which ſerve for the xxiij. day of Fe- 
bruary, ſhall bee read againe the day following, except it be Sunday, 
which hath proper Leſſons of the old Teſtament appointed in the 
table ſęrving to that purpoſe. 

Alls whereſoever the beginning of any Leſſon, Epiſtle , or Goſ- 
== not expreſſed, there yoe mult begin at the beginning of the 

apter. 

And whereſoever is not expreſſed how far ſhall be read, there ſhall 
youreadeto the end of the Chapter. 

Item, ſo oft as the firſt Chapter of Saint Matthew is read either 
for Leſſon or Goſpell, ye ſhall begin the ſame at (Thebirthof Jeſus 
Chriſt was on thiswiſe,&c. ) And the third Chapter of Saint Lukes 
Goſpel ſhall be read unto (So that he was ſuppoſed to be the ſonne of

And to take away the ſu- 
perſtition, which any perſon hath,or might have in the Bread 
and Wine, it ſhall ſufhce that the Bread be ſuch as is uſuall to be 
eaten at the table with other meats, but the beſt and pureſt 
wheat bread that conveniently may be gotten. And if any of 
the Bread and Wine remain, the Curate ſhall have it to his 
ownuſe. The Bread and Wine for the Communion ſhall be 
provided by the Curate and the Churchwardens,at the charges 
of the Pariſh,and the Pariſh ſhall be diſcharged of ſuch ſummes 
of money, or other ducties, which hitherto they have paid for 
the ſame by order of their houſes every Sunday. 

And note that every Pariſhioner ſhall communicate at the 
leaſt three times in the yeer , of which Eaſter to bee one, and

Wherefore 
the people are to be admonilſhed, that it is moſt convenient that

And being ſure that 
the thing cannot periſh which is committed unto 
thy mercy, willingly now J leave this fraile and wic⸗ 
kedflcſb, in hope of the reſurrection, which in better 
wiſe hall reftoze it to me againe. J beſcech thee mol 
mercituil Lozd Jeſus Chziſt, that thou wilt by thy 
grace make ſtrong my ſoule again all temptation, 
and that thou wilt cover and defend me with the buck- 
ler of thy mercy againſt all the aſſaults of the debill. J 
fce and acknowledge that there is in my ſelfe no help of 
ſalvation,burall my confidence,hope and truſt is in thy 
molt mercifull gosdneſſe, J have no merits noz good 
Wwozkes , which J may alledge befoze thee, Of linnes 
and evill wozkes (alas) J ſee a great Heape, but 
thzough thy mercy J truſt to be in the number of them 
to whom thou wilt not impute their linnes , but tabe 
and accept me ſo⸗ 2 and juſt, and to be the inhe⸗ 
ritoz of eberlaſting lite. Thou mercifull Loꝛdwaſt boꝛne 
foz my ſake, thou diddeſt ſuſter both hunger and thirſt 
foz my ſake, thou diddeſt pꝛeach and teach, thou did⸗ 
deſt ap and tat foz my ſake, thou diddeft 1 
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radon ©, 
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voꝛks and deeds foz my ſake , thou ſuffcredſ> moſt grie⸗ 
bous pains and tozments {oz my ſake, and finally, thou 
gabeſt thy moſt pzecious body to die, and thy blood 
to be ſhedon the Croſſe foz my lake. Now molt merci⸗ 
full Saviour, let all theſe things pzofit me, which thou 
freely halt given me, that haſt given thy leite foz me. Let 
thy blood cleanſe and waſh away the ſpots and foule» 
neſſe of my linnes. Let thy righteouſneile hide and co- 
ver mine unrighteouſneſſe. Let the merits of thy paſſh» 
0nand blood be the ſatiſtaction foz my linnes, Give me, 
Lozd, thy grace, that my faith and ſalbation in thy 
blood waver not in me, but be ever firme and conftant, 
that the Hope of thy mercy and life everlaſting never 
decay in me, that charitie war not cold in me. Fi⸗ 
nally, that the wealneſſe of my fleth be not overcome 
with the feare of death. Grant me mercifull Savi⸗ 
our, that when death ſhall ſhut up the eyes of my bo 
dy , pet that the eyes of my ſoule may ſtill behold and? 
looke upon thee : that when death hath taken away 
the uſe of my tongue and ſpeech, pet that my heart 
may cry and ſay unto thee, In manus tuas, Domine,commen- 
doſpiritum meum (that is to ſay) O Lozd,into thy 
hands J give and commit my ſoule: Domine 
leſu, accipe ſpiritum meum, Loꝛd Jeſu, 
receive my ſoule unto thee.
